2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of 
record fails to show or fairly suggest a four bar hinge-shim assembly having the 
combination as claimed, including at least one projecting tab formed in one of the shim 
and the vent bar, at least one aperture formed in the other of the shim and the vent bar 
to receive the projecting tab. Although using a shim to adjust the spacing between a 
hinge part and a hinged member is known and common in the art. However, prior art 
requires additional fasteners for the attachment of a shim between the hinged member 
and the hinge part in an operable position. As clearly addressed by the disclosure, the 
shim assembly can be readily engaged with the four bar hinge assembly, without 
requiring machinery or specialized tooling by simply snap-fit the projecting tab to the 
aperture.
